Arkansas Insurance Law Is 
Not Valid. 


ALL BUSINESS IS RESUMED. 


CONTENTION OF THE ATTORNEY- 


GENERAL IS LOST. 


The State Supreme Court Holds That 
the Act Was Not Intended to 
Have an Extra Territorial 
Operation. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., May 27.—Every in- 
surance company in Little Rock fs doing 
The Supreme Court 
this morning decided the cases brought by 
the Attorney-General against all the foreign 
insurance companies doing business in Ar- 
kansas 

The act passed by the late Legislature 


imposes a penalty of $100 per day upon all 


insurance companies doing business in the 
State that have entered into any pool or 
combination affecting rates. The Attorney- 
General contended that it applled to all 
combinations, whether in or outside of the 
State, and that companies incurred the pen- 
alty if they were members of any com- 
bination to control prices in any part of the 
world. 

The Supreme Court affirms the decision 
of the lower court, which held that the 


It declares that it is in 
the power of the State to exclude foreign 
if it sees fit, but that the 
Statute is highly pena! and should receive 
to give an 
extra-territorial effect to an act thus mak- 
ing its operation depend on acts done in 
other States or countries, which do not con- 
cern Arkansas, would be highly unusual, 
and that such a construction should not 
be put upon the act unless demanded by 
its plain language, that what the statute 
is designed to punish is only a combina-

HER BODY MUCH BRUISED. 


CONFLICTING STATEMENTS 
ABOUT THE AFFAIR. 


Humane Society Considers the Ques- 
tion of Prosecuting—Mr. Col- 
burn Will Also Proceed 
Against the Justice. 


The abduction of little 6-year-old Mabel 
Dalton at Maplewood has shaken that lit- 
tle suburb from center to circumference, 
and interest has spread throughout the 
city. 

Many persons connected with the strange 
case are threatened with criminal and civil 
proceedings, and no one can foresee what 
the end will be. 

The child, a beautiful and bright, golden- 
haired girl, is with its aunt, Mrs. Nellie 
McDonald, at Sixteenth and Carr streets, 
where it was taken by its mother and Mrs. 
Iva Smith, who gained possession of it 
Friday. The child is happy and contented 
and was playing with Mrs. McDonald's 
little children when a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter and artist called. Little Mabel talked 
with a greater understand!ng than one 
would expect from one of her tender years. 

Mabel’s body and limbs are a mass of 
blue, black, green and yellow bruises. Her 
face is slightly discolored, too. She says 
these bruises are the results of blows ad- 
ministered by Mrs. Charles Colburn of 
Maplewood, with whom she lived unti! her 
mother and Mrs. Smith took possession of 
her by strategy and force Friday. 

Mrs. Hannah Dalton, Mabel’s mother, is 
employed at McTague’s restaurant, at 
Ninth and Olive streets. She is probably 
30 years old. Her employers speak highly 
of her. She and her husband separated 
some years ago and she doeg not know 
where he is now. In the past two months 
she has buried her mother and a little 
daughter. Mabe] is all she has left. 

Something iike a year ago Mrs, Dalton 
lived on Eighteenth street, between Frank- 
lin avenue and Wash street. Mrs. Iva 
Smith, a member of the Free Bible Mis- 
sion, lived at 2719 Morgan street, but often 
went to see her 3 3725 Franklin ave- 
nue. On ohe otedsion she saw. Mabel al- 
ton, and being impressed with the child's 
beauty and wit, sought out Mrs. Dalton 
and asked permission to take the child home 
with her. Mrs. Dalton gave permission. 

Mre. Smith kept the little girl for two 
Or three months, until she broke up house- 
keeping. She was going to return the 
child to Mrs. Dalton when some other 
mission lady introduced Mrs. Charles Col- 
burn of Maplewood, who wanted to take 
little Mabel. Mrs. Smith said she would 
speak to Mrs. Dalton, and the result was 
that Mrs. Dalton agreed that the child 
should go to Mrs. Colburn's, though no 
adoption papers were issued. and Mrs.

Nez Perces Tribe May Resort to Aruis 
to Right the Wrongs They 
Have Suffered.

SPOKANE, Wash., May 27.—Grave fears 
of an Indian uprising are felt here. For 
three days 200 Nez Perces Indians have 


been holding council on the reservation in 
almost the exact spot where, 22 years ago, 
lj whites were massacred. Because of a 
split in the tribe there is great excitement 
in the council. The young braves; headed 
by several graduates of the Indian School 
at Carlisle, Pa... demand war on the whites, 
it la said, to right the.r wrongs. The older 
chiefs advocate an appeal to the courts. 

Scattered over the Nez Perces Reservation 
are ety 200 white settlers. Twenty fami- 
lies of these, alarmed by the threats of 
the Indians, and the excited conditiun of 
the tribe, have fled for safety to Lewiston, 
amd others have taken up a straggling 
march from the.r homes. 

Formerly ithe Nez Perces 
comprised 10,000 square miles. Nine-tentns 
of this territory was taken Dy the Govern- 
ment under the treaty of 1863. The war of 
1877 was terminated by the surrender 
Chief Joseph to Gen. Mile 

In October, 1895. the reservation wae 
thrown open to settlement. According to 
the treaty the Indiane received otlotments 
of jand in severalty and $3 an acre for the 
lands taken. The Northern Pacific Rali- 
road wishes to bu:ld 65 miles of raliroad up 
Lapwai Creek. Without obtaining a right- 
of-way from the Indians, the company se- 
cured permission from the Goverament 
build across Indian farms, cutitng down 
orchards and desecrating grav->a.

parish under the orders of the Bishop the 
churah will be closed.

DANGEROUS MONOPOLY.

Resolutions Which Were Prepared for 
Introduction at the Anti- 
Trust Banquet. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 27.—The 
accompanying documents have been re- 
ceived by the Governor. They refer to the 
street railway consolidation bill, which is 
now awaitin ubernatorial action: 

died St. Louls, May 2%, 1899. 
Hon. Lon V. Stephens, Governor, Jefferson 

City, Mo.: 

On my own responsibility I take the oc- 
casion to send you inclosed copy of a paper, 
which, as the result of a conference be- 
tween several well-known Democrats, 
prepared for the purpose of introducing at 
last night’s Anti-Trust gathering of the 
Democracy. At the last moment, however, 
we were given to understand that such ac- 
tion was deemed “inexpedient,” and the 
resolution was not presented. 

The object of the resolution was to cafl 
attention to the St. Louis Street Railway 
Consolidation Bill, which slipped through 
the Democratic Assembly, and is in your 
hands for approval or veto; and it is pointed 
out that the bill creates a monumental 
trust or monopoly by sanction of law. It 
appears to me to be very inconsistent and 
ver? poor politics for a Democratic Legis- 
lature and Democratic Governor to sanc- 
tion so palpable and egregious a monopoly, 
just at the very time when Democracy is 
raising the slogan against all trusts and 
monopolies, and is making the issue a car- 
dinal tenet in the impending State and na- 
tional campaign. It would appear in very. 
bad grace, and would make the contrast be- 
tween declaration and deed ridiculous. 

A further consideration, of a very prac- 
tical political nature, is the power which it 
would put into the hands of the Republi- 
can party in this city, and which would 
have an important influence throughout the 
State; that is, the creation of a great po- 
litical machine in the hands of our political 
opponents. Mr. Edwards Whittaker and 
Mr. George Baumhoff, whose brother !s 
Republican Postmaster in this city, and 
who are both strong Republican managers 
here, would have in their control as Presi- 
dent and Manager of the Consolidated sys- 
tem a great army of employes, which. they 
could vote solidly against the ‘Democratic 
party and the interests ‘of the people on 
every occasion. The history of the conduct 
of several of the street railway systems 
in this city in the campaign of 1896, when 
they voted their employes solidly against 
free silver delegations in the primaries and 
for McKinley and other Republican candi- 
dates in the general election, shows what 
an unscrupulous use might be made of 
such a greatly increased power as would re- 
sult from the proposed consolidation under 
one management. 

The foregoing are among considerations 
both of prirpiple and of practical politics 
which I would suggest to you in commend- 
ing the veto of the bill now before you. 
To approve it would greatly ‘hurt the anti- 
trust propaganda of the Democracy and 
would create a dangerous monopoly and po- 
litical engine in our own midst, to be used 
against us on every occasion. 

I would also respectfully call your atten- 
tion to that reference in the resolution in 
regard to the reported project of Gover- 
nor Sayers of Texas to hold a conference 
for the Governors and Attorney Generals 
of the several States to devise practical 
legal means of coping with trusts through- 
out the. Unfon, and venture to ‘hope that 
Missouri will not be found lagging in re- 
sponse to such a call and in proposing in- 
telligent plans for the good end aimed at. 
The outpouring of Democracy at the 
Anti-Trust Banquet last night was very 
great and inspiring. It is to be regretted 
that indisposition on your part prevented 
your being present and taking part. 

I beg to submit these considerations to 
you with the assurances of my considera- 
tion and well wishes.

THE HOME IS WOMAN'S SPHERE. 


Encouraged Higher Education, Con- 
stant Study and the Application 
of True Womanly Independence. 


JACKSONVILLE, Ill., May 27.—Mrs. W1l- 
liam J. Bryan addressed the graduating 
class of the Academy for Young Women, 
her own alma mater. She was received 
with the greatest enthusiasm. 

Her theme was “‘American Womanhood.” 
She said: 

“The public interest follows from the 
unique position in which American woman 
stands to-day. This place has not been 
gained at a single bound, but has seen 
reached by very gradual steps. 

“Not only was woman's inferiority an es- 
tablished fact, but robust health was not 
quite the proper thing. From time to time 
there arose a few brave spirits who spoke 
for a different kind of womanliness, 

“It is not surprising that each decade 
broadened the views of mankind till it was 
discovered that the mind of woman was 
worth cultivating and that a robust and 
well-developed body was possible without 
the loss of that exceedingly indefinite qual- 
ity known as femininity, until at last wom- 
an has entered upon an era of ‘equal educa- 
tional advantages and the many changes 
which follow such a system. Prejudice dies 
hard. Individually, I think the men have 
done nobly in rooting out the inherited ideas 
of generations. 

“But with the eradication of prejudice 
from the masculine mind comes a whisper 
of kindred growth in the minds of women. 

“It must in candor be confessed that see- 
ing young men flunk in Latin and mathe- 
matics does not make the other sex place 
them on a pedestal and worship-as at the 
shrine of infallible wisdom, but it sienehy 
ag me womankind at her ease and makes 
er feel that she has an equal chance in the 
Tace. 

‘The power to earn her own living. While 
women have entered in some instances up- 
on work which perhaps more properly be- 
longs to men, there are numerous avenues 
in which she is legitimately entitled to a 


‘|share and at Jeast one of the learned pro- 


fegssions for which she has a marked fit- 
ness. I speak of the profession of medl- 
cine and nursing. 

“But out of this ability to live independ- 
ently comes a great good, namely, a de- 
crease in the number of unhappy marri- 
ages. As soon as a woman is able to earn 
her own livelihood she will cease to marry 
for a home (a phrase which was very cur- 
rent twenty-five or fifty years ago), but 
will wait until she finds not only home, 
but a man whose congenial tastes call 
forth her respect and love. Each home es- 
tablished upon such a basis will be per- 
manent and happy. 

“The questicn arises, now that woman 
has the opportunity to get an education 
and improvea the opportunity, What will 
she do with it? 

“We are the homemakers of the land. If 
any one doubt this, let him watch the ma- 
neuvers of the average man when he tries 
to manage a house. It becomes plain to the 
most careless observer tfat he is out of his 
ephere. The home is our special province 
and all true women glory in the fact. They 
love their homes. They wish to give them 
all sensible and legitimate care, and here is 
where the real complications arise. A good 
education is only a basis for future work. 
It is not so much what we learn in schoo) 
as what we learn after graduation that 
decides our place in the world. Does it pay 
to drop all study in devotion to the home? 
Are a husband and wife, who begin with 
equal advantage, to drift slowly apart be- 
cause he continues to develop mentally 
while she stands still or rather retrogrades 
on account of domestic cares? If she is ty 
grow, too; if she is to aid and supplement 
him mentally as well as to attend to his 

hysical comforts, where is the necessary 
ime if no home cares are to be neglected? 
How can such a varied duty be successfully 
wrought? 

‘‘No two lives have the same eurroundings 
nor the same duties; the judgment of out- 
stiders, while often helpfui, can hardly be 
reliable, because they cannot know the con- 
ditions thoroughly. 

‘The second point that seams essentia!} 
is a wise economy of time, together with 
— and systematic efforc. We often 

ear of a lack of time for reading and 
study, but in the majority of cases the 
trouble arises from wasted time. 

“While we hear a great deal these days 
about, equality, the real, permanent ad- 
vancement of man depends on her own 
individual development. 

“When man finds in woman a thorough 
appreciation of his work and aims; when 
the mind of woman becomes the perfect 
supplement and complement of the mind of 
man, which the Creator intended it to be, 
then will all the discussions @s to the rights 
and privileges cease. 

“Woman has long been a recognized pow- 
er in ‘the spiritual world, and when one 
looks into a church in any part of our 
lund and sees how much of the work is 
done by woman, it seems almcst superflu- 
ous to say that the ideal of American 
womanhood is attained under a three-fold 
development of the phyeical, the mental 
and the spiritual.

When a 
are done to his setisfaction he will J 
immediate.y for New york. Regaroing wis 
homeward voyage he told the correspond- 
ent, “I cannot say definitely when I shall 
reach home, but probably it wiil be about 
the ist of October. 

“The Navy Department very kindly has 
permitted me to select my own route and 
take my own time. 

‘“‘As the officers and men of the Olympia 
have been in Manila Bay more than a year 
with no recreation, they deserve considera- 
‘ion. So | shall proceed toward home 
lelaurely, staying a while at various ports 
in order to give the men some merited 
recreation.” 

When Admiral Dewey arrived in Hong 
Kong it cost him an effort to even write 
a letter. But the cool air of the Peak 
District has acted like a wonderful tonic 
and he has recuperated rapidly. He walks 
out every evening with United States Con- 
sul-General Wildman. There is no doubt 
of his complete recovery ultimately. While 
he remains here he will live in comparative 
quiet. He is constantly deciini the in- 
vitations of his lange number of callers. 
His presence has aroused all classes td 
a high pitch of enthusiasm, and numerous 
banquets have been tendered him by the 
Governor of Hong Kong, all the official 
bodies, the ‘Board of Trade, the Hong Kong 
Club and many individuals. 

The Admiral probably will dine at the 
Hong Kong Club wh Consul Wildman and 
with the Governor if his health permits. 


DEWEY TO SETTLE DISPUTES. 


He Wi!! Have Power to Oust the Na- 
val Bureau Ringsters. 
WASHINGTON, May 27.—The Secretary 
of the Navy proposes to create a board 
composed of Admiral Dewey, president, and 


two of the Rear Admirals, to settle prompt- 
ly all questions that come up from the 
chiefs, and the chiefa themselves when oc- 
casion demande. 

One of the first matters which Admiral 
Dewey and Secretary Long will settle for 
al] time is the ringsters in the Navai Bu- 
reau. Secretary Long has been trying to 
prevent the bickerings, animosities and 
petty personal ambitions of the chiefs who 
have been made Rear Admirals from get- 
ting to the public. 

He has done his best to suppress these 
insubordinate chieftains whose apparent 
business it ise to crush Rear Admiral Hich- 
borne, Chief of the Bureau of Construction, 
and Rear ‘Admiral O’Neil, Chief of the 
Bureau of Ordnance, two of the oldest 
chiefs in the country, and whose reputation 
extends to other countries.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 2.-—The first 

contributions have been received for the 

statute that it fe proposed to erect tn Gold- 


en Gate Park in honor of Admiral George 
Dewey.

The following figures show the rapid growth of trusts and 
the total capitalization up to April 26, inclusive: 

At the end of 1598 the capitalization of trusts then formed 
@mounted to $3,662,241,548. 

“The New York Journal of Commerce reported that by the 
end of February trusts had been incdrporated that brought the 
total capitalization up to $5,822,882,842. 

In the month of March new trusts were reported formed 
having a capital stock of $1,111,750,000. This brought the total 
Up to $6,944,632, 542. 

During April 15 new trusts were reported as either incorpo- 
rated or abovt to take out charters. These, including the 
$250,0.0,000 Carnegie Steel Co. and the first branch of the 
Copper Trust, capital $75,900,000, aggregated $592,000,000, bring- 
ing the total capitalization up to $7,536,632,842. 

From May ist to 26th, inclusive, 25 new trusts have been 
either incorporated or reported as about to be. ‘These have a 
capitalization of $729,000,000, which makes a grand total for all 
the trusts to date whose capitalization has been made public 
of $8,2¢5,632,842. 

As the census of 1890 gave the total capital engaged in 


_ Jmanufactures as $6,525,000,000, it is evident that the trusts are 


capitalized at $1,740,632,842 in excess of that total capital.

Filigrane, the winner of the Metropolitan 
in a new record for the Withers mile, fairly 
burnt the track in his trial, and showed 
that he thad all the speed he had on the 
opening day at Morris Park. These two 
ere likely to be the best backed horses in 
the race. Of course, there is the usual 
prejudice against 3-year-olds winning the 
Brooklyn, so Filligrane stock will suffer a 
little in that respect, although it is chimed 
that the yen 9 horses this year are by 
no means a good lot, while Filigrane is a 
phenomenally good 3-year-old, 

Another favorite was Ben Holliday, who 
seemed to be unbeatable at any distance 
last fall. He looked to be in the pink of 
condition and great reports of his work 
came from Sheepshead Bay, where he has 
had his training. He is one of the trio that 
has not been to the post this season. He 
will have Taral on his back, which is a 
point in his favor.

Cabanne young ladies receive many calls to 
answer the telephone and Willie carries 
these summonses. Naturally Willie is well! 
liked by them and they sympathize with 
him and think he is being harshly dealt 
with simply because he took a few flowers 
in the spring time.

Judges Bland and Bond of the Court of 
Appeals filed a reply Saturday to Judge 
Biggs’ caustic answer to their supplemental 


opinion in the now famous cow case of 
James T. Wasson against John J. McCook, 
receiver of the St. Louis & San Francisco 
Railroad.
